We met the Hoppo on hoard an 
English ship, anil the causes of coni 
taint were soon after removed. 
The other occurrence of which I beg 
leave to take notice, gave rise to wfliat 
was commonly called the Fan ton war, 
which threatened to tx* productive of 
very 
serious 
consequences. 
On 
the 
25th Novemlier, an 
English ship* in 
saluting Home company that had dined 
in hoard, killed a Chinese, and wound 
(I two others, in the Mandarin’s boat 
dong side. It is a maxim of the Chi­ 
nese law, that blood must answer foi 
blood; in pursuance of which they de­ 
manded the unfortunate gunner. 
To 
give up this poor man was to consign 
him to certain death. Humanity plead­ 
ed powerfully against the measure. Af- 
ter repeated conferences between th* 
English and the Chinese, tile latter 
bwlared them selves satisfied, and the 
iffail* was supposed to be entirely set 
tied. 
Notwithstanding 
this, on the 
morning 
after 
the 
last 
conference 
itin* 27th.) the supercargo of the ship 
was seized while attending his busi 
ness, thrown into a sedan chair, hur­ 
ried into the city, anil committed t< 
prison. 
Such an outrage on personal 
l i b e r t y spread a general alarm; and 
tie 
Europeans unanimously agreed to 
si m l tor their boats, with armed men 
from 
tin- shipping, for Hie 
security 
of them selves and property, until tin 
matter should be brought to a con­ 
clusion. 
The boats accordingly came, 
and ours among the number; one ot 
which was fired on and a man wound­ 
ed. 
All 
trade 
was stopped, and the 
Chinese men-of-xvar drawn up oppo­ 
site the factories. The Europeans de 
manded the restoration of Mr. Smith 
which the Chinese refused, until the 
tinner should he given up.

mean while, the troops of the Province 
were collecting in tho neighborhood 
of Canton; the Chinese servants were 
ordered by the magistrates to leave 
tin* factories; the gates of the suburbs 
were shut; all intercourse was at an 
end: the naval force was increased:

ready tor landing; and every thing 
wore the a p peara nce of war.
